“ 414  live  births  were  registered  giving  an  adjusted  birth  rate 
of  15.71,  as  compared  with  14.69  for  1962  and  12.71  for  1961. 

The  illegitimacy  rate  was  45.89  per  1,000  live  births  as  com- 
pared with  35.29  for  the  previous  year,  and  a rate  of  69.0  for 
England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  : 

12  stillbirths  were  registered  for  1963  as  compared  with  10 
for  1962  and  10  for  1961. 

There  was  one  illegitimate  stillbirth  during  the  year. 

Infant  Mortality  : 

There  were  14  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  in 
1963  compared  with  14  for  1962  and  7 for  1961.  Of  these,  11 
were  neonatal  deaths  compared  with  9 for  1962  and  7 for  1961.

The  infantile  mortality  rates  per  1,000  live  births  for  the 

4 years  were  as  follows: — 33.82  for  1963;  32.94  for  1962;  18.23 
for  1961;  42.82  for  1960. 

There  were  two  illegitimate  infant  deaths  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year. 

The  unfavourable  trend  in  population  continues,  with  deaths 
exceeding  the  number  of  births  in  the  Borough.  This  is  partly 
accounted  for  by  the  re-housing  of  the  younger  families  in  the 
rural  area,  and  by  migration  of  the  younger  elements  of  the 
population.  The  difficulties  of  yotrng  couples  in  obtaining 
separate  accommodation  may  also  play  a part  in  this  unfavour- 
able trend.  The  birth  rate,  even  allowing  for  the  age  structure 
of  the  population  is  below  the  national  average.  Infant  mortality 
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and  still  birth  rates  for  the  year  were  disappointing,  being 
higher  than  they  have  been  for  some  years,  though  all  the 
infant  deaths  except  one  took  place  in  hospital.  Prematurity 
(4),  Congenital  abnormalities  (6),  Bronchopneumonia  (3),  and 
Rhesus  incompatability  (1)  were  the  causes  of  death.

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  accidents  in  the  Borough  were 
15  as  compared  with  11  for  1962.  13  of  these  accidental  deaths 
were  due  to  accidents  in  the  home  or  at  Hospital  for  Chronic 
Sick  and  Old  People’s  Homes,  and  were  all  in  the  age  group 
of  65  years  and  over.  The  other  2 accidental  deaths  were  as  a 
result  of  accidents  at  work.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  in  a 
year  where  so  many  deaths  occurred  due  to  motor  vehicle 
accidents  on  the  roads,  that  no  such  death  occurred  in  the 
Borough.  The  Home  Help  Service,  although  performing  much 
useful  work  in  the  performance  of  essential  duties  of  the  house- 
hold, leaves  much  to  be  accomplished  in  the  way  of  other  needs 
of  the  aged  and  chronic  sick.  There  is  still  considerable  scope 
for  voluntary  work  in  this  sphere. 

Deaths  in  the  Borough  exceeded  births  by  81.  This  excess  of 
deaths  over  births  has  been  the  pattern  for  the  Borough  for  the 
last  ten  years. 

Cancer  : 

Cancer  deaths  increased  from  62  in  1962  to  77  in  1963.  48  of 
these  deaths  were  in  males  and  29  in  females. 

There  were  18  male  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lungs  and 
bronchus  as  compared  with  11  for  1962.  There  were  3 female 
deaths  due  to  lung  cancer,  as  compared  with  nil  for  1962.

theNyearSeS  °*  diphtheria  were  in  the  Borough  during 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation  : 

It  is  a little  disappointing  to  discover  that  the  high  level  of 
immunisation  maintained  in  the  Borough  during  the  last  two 
years  has  not  been  kept  up  during  1963.  Only  222  children  in 
the  age  group  0 — 5 years  were  immunised  as  compared  with 
406  in  the  previous  year.  I cannot  overstress  the  importance 
of  immunisation  against  this  disease  as  it  is  only  by  maintaining 
a high  level  of  immunisation  in  the  population  that  outbreaks 
of  Diphtheria  can  be  kept  at  the  lowest  level.

Scarlet  Fever  : 

Five  confirmed  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported  during 
the  year,  of  these  1 was  a female  and  4 were 'male.  Four  cases 
occurred  in  school  children  between  the  ages  of  5 — 9 years. 
These  figures  compare  with  10  cases  for  1962  and  21  cases  for 
1961. 

Whooping  Cough  : 

As  in  1962,  no  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  There 
were  16  cases  notified  in  1961.  The  number  of  children,  under 
5 years  of  age,  vaccinated  against  Whooping  Cough,  in  the 
Borough,  during  the  year  totalled  228. 

Measles  : 

Four  hundred  and  thirty-six  cases  of  measles  were  notified 
during  the  year,  219  females  and  217  males.  161  of  these  cases 
were  in  the  age  groups  5—9  years.  The  number  of  cases  for 
1962  was  69  and  for  1961,  144. 
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Meningococcal  Infection  : 

No  cases  were  notified  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

Erysipelas  : 

One  case  was  notified  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

Dysentery  : 

Sixty  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  65  for  1962.  Faeces  samples  were  taken  from  all 
patients  and  contacts  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  examination.  In  all,  74  samples  were  submitted 
for  examination. 

Food  Poisoning  : 

No  case  of  Food  Poisoning  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Typhoid  : 

No  cases  of  Typhoid  were  reported  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year. 

Venereal  Disease  : 

Twenty-seven  persons  from  Carmarthenshire  were  treated  at 
the  Venereal  Disease  Clinic  at  Llanelly.  These  cases  comprised 
of  6 of  . Syphilis,  1 of  Gonorrhoea  and  20  of  other  conditions. 

Infectious  Diseases — Immunisation  : 

In  infectious  disease  prevention,  there  was  a considerable 
decline  in  the  number  of  young  children  immunised,  and  it 
should  be  stressed  that  the  prevention  of  epidemics  of  such 
diseases  as  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis,  etc., 
depends  mainly  on  the  percentage  of  children  in  the  population 
who  have  received  protective  immunisation  against  these 
diseases.

The  number  of  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  for  the  year  was  18. 
There  were  12  respiratory  cases  (6  males  and  6 females)  and 
6 non-respiratory  cases  (2  males  and  4 females)  as  against  15 
for  the  previous  year  (12  respiratory  and  3 non-respiratory). 

There  were  no  deaths  attributable  to  Tuberculosis  in  the 
Borough  for  the  year. 

The  provisional  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1963 
was  56  per  million  persons  for  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  7 
per  million  persons  for  other  Tuberculosis. 

The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  patients  is  undertaken  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Boards  through  the  Chest  Physicians. 

Enquiries  regarding  the  domiciliary  care  of  Tuberculosis 
patients  should  be  addressed  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

The  County  Council  will  assist  in  the  domiciliary  care  of 
Tuberculous  and  other  patients,  by  provision  of  beds,  bedding, 
sickroom  equipment  and  home  help  assistance. 

In  addition,  sleeping  out  shelters  are  available  for  certain 
Tuberculous  patients. 

Assistance  is  granted  in  necessitous  cases  towards  the  cost 
of  the  travelling  expenses  of  relatives  visiting  long  stay  patients 
in  Hospitals  and  Sanatoria.  In  practice,  it  has  been  found 
that  the  great  majority  of  applications  for  assistance  have  been 
by  relatives  of  Tuberculous  patients. 

Assistance  is  granted  for  visits  to  Hospitals  and  Sanatoria 
which  are  not  less  than  40  miles  from  the  residence  of  the 
applicant,  and  is  subject  to  the  following  conditions:  — 

(a)  That  there  is  urgent  reason  for  the  visit  because  of  the 
patient’s  serious  condition,  or  that  the  visit  would,  in 
medical  opinion,  do  the  patient  good  and  aid  response 
to  the  treatment. 

(b)  That  because  of  the  length  of  the  journey  the  relatives 
concerned  are  unable  to  afford  it  from  their  own 
resources  without  substantial  hardship. 

(c)  That  subject  to  (a)  above,  the  assistance  is  restricted 
to  one  relative  every  month  or  two  relatives  every  two 
months,  unless  a senior  member  of  the  Medical  Staff 
of  the  Hospital  certifies  that  more  frequent  visits  are 
essential  on  account  of  the  patient’s  serious  condition.

Local  Hospitals  : 

There  are  four  local  hospitals.  The  Llanelly  General  Hospital 
with  160  beds;  the  Bryntirion  Hospital  for  Chronic  Sick  with 
156  beds;  the  Glasfryn  Maternity  Hospital  with  12  beds,  and 
the  Pre-convalescent  Hospital  at  Cilymaenllwyd  with  43  beds. 
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Family  Guidance  Clinic  : 

Under  the  arrangement  of  the  County  Council,  a clinic  is 
held  at  the  Nursing  Home,  Goring  Road,  Llanelly,  once  a month 
for  married  women  requiring  advice  on  birth  control  on  medical 
grounds.  Medical  practitioners  requiring  the  attendance  of 
patients  at  the  Clinic  are  required  to  send  full  particulars  under 
confidential  cover,  to  the  Countv  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods  : 

National  Welfare  Foods  which  were  formerly  distributed  by 
the  Ministry  of  Food  are  now  distributed,  under  arrangement, 
by  the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council. 

The  Centre  is  open  from  Mondays  to  Fridays  at  the  Old 
Town  Hall,  Llanelly. 

Home  Nursing  Equipment  : 

Sick-room  and  nursing  articles  and  equipment  required  for 
patients  at  home  can  be  obtained  as  follows:  — 

(a)  Red  Cross  Society,  Lucania  Buildings:  6.30  p.m. — 7.30 
p.m.  each  evening. 

(b)  From  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Equipment  provided  under  these  arrangements  include  air 
beds,  air  rings,  bed  cradles,  bed  pans,  back  rests,  urinals, 
waterproof  sheets,  etc.  Patients  are  charged  according  to  their 
circumstances  and  the  cost  of  the  article. 

Home  Help  Service  : 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  organised  by  the  Carmarthenshire 
County  Council.  The  area  organiser  is  available  for  interviews, 
etc.,  at  Llanelly  House,  Bridge  Street,  on  Monday  afternoons 
between  2.30  p.m.  and  4.0  p.m. 

Home  Helps  are  provided  during  the  laying-in  period  in 
maternity  cases  where  the  patient  has  no  relative  available  to 
undertake  the  domestic  duties  of  the  home,  and  also  in  certain 
cases  of  sickness  or  need.  For  those  on  National  Assistance, 
domestic  help  on  a more  limited  scale  can  be  arranged,  when 
needed,  through  the  National  Assistance  Board. 

The  Health  Department  collaborate  closely  with  the  officials 
responsible  for  the  services  enumerated  above. 

Mental  Health  Service  : 

The  officer  duly  authorised  to  take  initial  proceedings  under 
the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Act,  for  the  provision  and 
care  and  treatment  of  persons  in  the  area  suffering  from  mental 

illness  is  Air.  D.  A.  John,  61,  Llandafen  Road,  Pemberton, 
Llanelly. 
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Mental  Defectives  : 

The  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the 
ascertainment,  supervision  and  general  welfare  of  mental 
defectives. 

Supervisory  home  visits  are  made  by  a Social  Worker  and  a 
limited  amount  of  home  teaching  of  mental  defectives  is  also 
carried  out. 

The  Occupation  Centre  at  Llanelly  has  relieved  the  parents 
of  a heavy  burden  and  has  opened  wider  fields  of  experience 
to  a group  of  the  community  whose  life  is  very  restricted.  The 
service  is  to  be  extended  by  the  provision  of  another  Centre 
within  the  County  area. 


Blood  Transfusion  Service  : 


There  is  a small  Blood  Bank  at  the  Llanelly  General  Hospital 
and  the  services  of  a Pathologist  with  three  trained  technicians 
and  four  trainee  technicians  are  available. 

Blood  grouping  and  cross  matching  are  part  of  the  normal 
Laboratory  routine  and  a twenty-four  hours  service  is  maintained 
for  emergencies. 

The  Blood  Transfusion  Unit  visited  the  area  periodically 
during  the  year,  and  in  all  1,154  donations  were  received  in 
comparison  with  1,040  donations  for  the  previous  year. 

The  figure  of  usage  of  blood  by  the  Llanelly  Hospitals  during 
the  year  is  not  known,  but  is  included  in  the  figure  of  usage 
of  blood  by  all  hospitals  in  the  Glantawe  area.

It  is  most  pleasing  and  gratifying  to1  report  that  there  was  an 
increase  of  114  donations  in  the  Llanelly  area  during  the  year. 
This  increase  was  made  up  of  23  donations  in  the  Llanelly  Town 
Sessions  and  91  donations  from  various  works  and  factories  in 
the  Llanelly  area. 

The  Health  Department  collaborates  very  closely  with  the 
National  Blood  Transfusion  Service  when  they  visit  the  Area 
in  the  displaying  of  posters,  etc.,  announcing  their  forthcoming 
sessions,  as  well  as  the  permanent  posters  displayed  in  the 
town  showing  the  great  need  for  blood. 

Most  people  can  donate  blood  to  the  Blood  Bank,  and  the 
amount  of  blood  taken  is  quickly  replaced  from  the  body’s 
reserve.  This  reserve  is  replaced  in  a matter  of  days.  With  the 
everlasting  and  ever  increasing  need  for  blood,  I,  once  more, 
appeal  that  when  the  Blood  Transfusion  Unit  visits  the  area  in 
future  even  more  donations  will  be  forthcoming. 

National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  : 

Close  collaboration  is  maintained  with  the  Local  Inspector 
of  the  above  Society,  and  mutual  action  to  mitigate  distress  is 
taken  in  many  instances. 

The  Local  Inspector  (Inspector  J.  T.  Ivor  Evans)  resides  at 
64,  Felinfoel  Road,  ifranelly  (Telephone  No.  2041). 

National  Assistance  Act,  Section  47  : 

This  section  provides  for  removal  to  suitable  premises  of 
persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  No  formal  action  under 
this  section  was  necessary  during  the  year,  persuasive  action 
having  been  sufficient  to  achieve  the  desired  ends.  The 
availability  of  the  powers  does  however  aid  persuasion  in  certain 
cases. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  BOROUGH 
Water  Supply  : 

The  Coroporation’s  Water  Undertaking  was  taken  over  by  the 
Llanelly  and  District  Water  Board  on  the  1st  October,  1962. 
Prior  to  the  take  over  the  Undertaking  consisted  of:  — 

(a)  The  Cwmlliedi  reservoir  constructed  in  1878,  having  a 
capacity  of  200  million  gallons. 

(b)  The  Upper  Lliedi  reservoir  constructed  in  1904,  having 
a capacity  of  200  million  gallons. 

(c)  The  rivei  intake  of  the  Gwendraeth  Each  which  affords 
a supply  of  3 million  gallons  per  day. 
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(d)  An  intake  of  the  River  Towy  designed  to  abstract  6.1 
million  gallons  per  day,  of  which  one  million  gallons 
per  day  is  reserved  for  the  Carmarthen  Rural  District 
Council,  half  a million  gallons  per  day  for  the  Llandeilo 
Rural  District  Council,  and  600,000  gallons  per  day  for 
the  Llanelly  Rural  District  Council. 

There  are  two  systems  of  mains  supplying  the  Borough 
limits: — 1 

(i)  a domestic  main  which  delivers  water  treated  by 
slow  sand  filters  and/or  chloramine,  and 

(ii)  trade  water  mains  which  deliver  water  (chlorinated 
only)  for  industrial  purposes. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  is  generally  satisfactory  in  both 
its  quantity  and  quality. 

52  samples  of  tap  water  were  taken,  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment, for  bacteriological  examination.  In  addition,  copies  of 
reports  on  samples  submitted  by  the  Llanelly  and  District 
Water  Board  for  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination 
were  received  by  myself,  and  the  position  can  only  be  regarded 
as  very  satisfactory  from  the  point  of  purity  of  the  water  supply. 

Water  Distribution  in  Llanelly  and  District  Water  Board  Area  : 

The  average  daily  consumption  of  filtered  water  for  domestic 
purposes  during  the  year  was  4,642,000  gallons,  and  for  trade 
purposes  4,945,000  gallons. 

The  average  daily  consumption  per  head  for  domestic  purposes 
during  the  year  was  58.025  gallons. 

The  total  number  of  houses  supplied  with  water  was  approxi- 
mately 25,000  for  an  estimated  population  of  80,000. 

Rainfall — Llanelly  Borough  : 

The  total  rainfall  for  1963  was  47.72  inches  against  47.75 
inches  for  1962  and  56.79  inches  for  1961. 

Rain  fell  on  209  days  and  the  maximum  fall  in  24  hours 
occurred  on  the  18th  November;  when  1.3  inches  were  recorded 
on  the  24  hours  ended  at  9 a. m.  on  the  19th  November,  1963.

Refuse  Collection,  and  Disposal  : 

All  the  houses  in  the  Borough  have  been  allocated  with  dust- 
bins provided  by  the  Council.  This  has  proved  an  unqualified 
success  not  only  aesthetically,  but  also  in  the  reduction  or 
elimination  of  nuisances,  etc.,  caused  by  flies,  vermin  and 
rodents.  The  refuse  collection  fleet  of  lorries  is  now  most 
up-to-date  and  efficient. 

The  refuse  collected  is  disposed  of  at  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tip. 
and  controlled  tipping,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  is  being  operated.  This  has  led  to 
considerable  improvement  in  the  conditions  on  the  tip  and  of 
the  tip.  Regular  supervisory  visits  are  made  by  my  staff.  The 
Rodent  Operator  also  makes  regular  visits,  and  he  reports  that 
rodent  infestation  problems  have  been  considerably  reduced  as  a 
result  of  the  new  controls. 

The  amount  of  refuse  collected  in  the  period  1st  April,  1963. 
to  olst  March,  1964,  was  12,275  tons,  in  comparison  with  12,273 
tons  for  the  previous  year. 
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Litter  Act,  1958  : 

Litter  bins  are  distributed  oil  the  main  highways  of  the  town 
and  the  improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  the  town  since  these 
were  supplied  is  maintained. 

Rivers  and  Streams  : 

The  River  Lliedi  passes  through  the  town  and  is  occasionally 
polluted  by  the  throwing  of  rubbish  into  the  bed  of  the  river. 
This  was  guarded  against  as  much  as  possible. 

HOUSING 

A woman  investigator,  Mrs.  0.  Morris,  S.R.N.,  visits  all  houses 
owned  by  the  Corporation.  Where  conditions  are  unsatisfactory, 
the  cases  are  investigated  by  members  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment. In  the  allocation  of  Council  Houses,  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  schedule  overcrowded  cases  and,  where  appropriate, 
make  specific  recommendations.  Tuberculosis  cases  are  given 
special  consideration  and  priority  in  rehousing. 

Overcrovirding  : 

111  families,  involving  approximately  250  persons,  were  living 
under  overcrowded  conditions  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is 
anticipated  that  this  number  will  be  considerably  reduced  next 
year  when  the  remaining  198  houses,  including  30  Old  Age 
Persons  bungalows  at  Llwynwhilwg,  are  completed. 

Provision  of  Houses  : 

Up  to  the  end  of  1963  the  Town  Council  had  erected  2,959 
dwelling  houses,  of  which  887  are  situated  in  the  Llanelly  Rural

64  houses  and  12  Old  Age  Persons  bungalows  at  Llwynwhilwg 
were  occupied  during  the'  year.  Prefabricated  bungalows  were 
demolished,  the  families  being  rehoused  by  the  Council.  Work 
was  commenced  on  the  building  of  21  houses  at  Trinity  Road 
and  10  houses  on  the  Biddulph  Estate  (1st  phase).  The  demand

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Shops,  stalls,  vehicles,  etc.,  are  visited  regularly  and  particulars 
of  condemnations  are  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector. 

Mr.  K.  J.  Mackay,  M.R.C.V.S.,  the  Veterinary  Inspector  for 
the  Borough,  assisted  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  is  res- 
ponsible for  the  inspection  and  condemnation  of  meat  in  the  public 
slaughterhouse.

Regular  inspections  of  all  dairy  premises  in  the  Borough  were 
made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  a high  standard  of 
cleanliness  has  been  maintained. 

Dealer’s  licences,  Pasteuriser’s  licences  and  Tuberculin  Tested 
Milk  Producer’s  licences  are  issued  by  the  Carmarthenshire 
County  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food. 

Sampling  : 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
Regulations,  1960,  the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council,  being 
the  Food  and  Drugs  and  Licensing  Authority,  are  responsible  for 
the  sampling  of  milk  in  the  Borough.  However,  at  the  request 
of  the  Grlantawe  Hospitals  Management  Committee,  samples  of 
the  milk  delivered  to  the  local  hospitals  are  periodically  sub- 
mitted by  my  Department  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
examination.  All  such  samples  taken  during  the  year  complied 
with  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  also  the  standard  required 
by  the  Phosphatase  Test.

Samples  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination 
by  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  were  all  pronounced  “ Satisfactory.” 

All  ice  cream  vendors  are  supplied  with  the  results  of  the 
examination  of  samples  taken  from  them  and  copies  of  the  results 
are  also  sent  to  the  manufacturers  in  cases  where  the  retailer 
is  not  the  manufacturer. 

The  continuing  improvement  in  the  bacterial  cleanliness  of 
ice  cream  during  the  past  few  years  is  due  to  the  attention  given 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  this  commodity.

The  Town  Council  approved  in  principle  the  plans  of  a new 
slaughterhouse  to  be  built  at  the  Morfa  lands  near  the  new  road 
leading  to  Machynis  Foundry,  and  the  plans  were  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  for  approval. 
Instructions  were  also  given  for  a soil  investigation  to  be  carried 
out  on  the  proposed  site.  The  Ministry  also  agreed  to  postpone 
the  date  by  which  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough  should  comply 
fully  with  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene) 
Regulations,  1958,  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention 
of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958.  The  new  date  to  be  1st  January, 
1965. 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963,  came  into  force  on 
the  1st  October,  and  the  Town  Council  decided  to  charge  the 
maximum  fees  for  meat  inspection.

MISCELLANEOUS 
Atmospheric  Pollution  : 

The  Town  Council  is  one  of  the  147  representative  towns 
measuring  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  pollution  in  the  atmosphere 
in  respect  of  a national  survey  of  air  pollution  in  Great  Britain. 

Volumetric  recording  instruments  for  the  measurement  of 
smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  are  sited  at  the  Old  Town  Hall,  Parc 
Howard  Mansion  and  at  the  Public  Mortuary.  Daily  recordings 
are  taken  and  analysed,  the  results  of  which  are  sent  to  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research. 

The  accompanying  statistics  show  a rise  in  the  sulphur  dioxide 
on  all  three  sites,  but  there  is  a decrease  in  the  amount  of  smoke. 
The  pattern  is  similar  to  that  of  1962  with  the  lowest  emission 
of  pollution  in  the  summer  months.  This  points  to  domestic 
smoke  being  the  chief  source  of  pollution  in  the  town. 

Nevertheless,  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  degree  of 
pollution  in  the  Borough  is  well  below  the  average  of  all  areas 
participating  in  the  scheme.  One  probable  reason  for  this  is  the 
fact  that  a large  proportion  of  domestic  coal  used  locally  is  of  a 
low  volatile  or  low  smoke  producing  content.

Swimming  Pool  : 

The  opening  of  the  new  swimming  pool  was  followed  by 
excellent  attendances,  and  it  should  play  a useful  part  in  main- 
taining the  fitness  of  the  population  in  forthcoming  years. 
Samples  of  the  water  are  taken  regularly  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment for  examination,  to  ensure  that  high  standards  of 
cleanliness  or  purity  are  maintained. 

Health  Education  : 

. During  the  year  a poster  campaign  was  carried  out  in  the 
district.  Various  posters  dealing  with  Food  Hygiene,  Accidents 
in  the  Home,  Health  Matters,  Blood  Transfusion  Service,  etc., 
were  distributed  in  ’bus  shelters  and  on  public  buildings.  Whilst 
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the  actual  results  of  such  a campaign  cannot  be  measured,  it 
is  hoped  that  the  information  given  has  alleviated  and  minimised 
some  of  the  suffering  which  is  brought  about  by  ignorance  and 
neglect  of  such  matters.

Close  supervision  is  exercised 
over  special  premises,  such  as  Corporation’s  Refuse  Tip,  River 
Banks  and  the  Public  Slaughterhouse.  Maintenance  and  other 
treatments  of  the  Town’s  sewers  are  also  carried  out.
